WASHINGTON, July 9.—The ad- 


ministration is aeflnitely_ou .tec- 
ord today In favor of government 
operation and control of the coal 
mines in the event of a strike or 
other emergency which threatens 
the nation's fuel supply. 


This was the recommendation 


made to congress by the United 
States coal commission in its re- 
port on the anthracite industry. 


While the commission opposes 
government ownership of the mines 
the members believe that even this 
drastic step should be taken if the 
operators and miners now In ses- 
sion at Atlantic City fail to reach a 
new wagre agreement which will as- 
sure continued production^ of coal
